Siana, Italy, May, 10, 1911 
.My Dear Cynthia; 

I have sent letters and post cards to 
Robert and Mary since 1 reached Siana 
but I seam always to have laft out tb« 
most delightful axpariaoeea— or th«y 
happen Joat after t hare seat ott a letter. 
I.ASt Saturday a beautiful warm morn- 
ill).' I walke<l to the convent of the 
.Vsst'rviiriza founded by IJernaiiiuo, 
I iiKMjf Siena's famous >:ihi:s who was 
aliiu one of the great preacDars of the 
m iddle ages. Situated on a lofty eauin- 
ence, ttia convent «aa|Mads # grand 
\ iew of Biena and the aiawitains. The 
!>ervants were workiag in the vineyard 
as I ipproached digging about tlie vines 
and I noticed that the strawberries were 
in bloom, so the good brothers will not 
be entirely dependeat ahas for their 
luxuries, wbauver thay may be for their 
daily bread. Thay are Prannlaaaoi who 
ukevows of poverty and look pooiar 
with their sandals and bare haada, than 
any other order I have seen. The con- 
vent hits some good pictures, but its 
chief treasure is a coronation of the 
Virgin by liella Uobbin. Tiieia is so 
much to luMw and I leant tiiat I am 
always eaailiicoa aoBatlilag new that 
I ought to have Vnown long before. So 
when I saw this exmiislie altar piece in 
white and blue /aienci- I was perfectly 
amazed, for I had no idea he worked in 
this material. You can hardly believe 
that such beauty and tendaraaaa of ez- 
preaaioo, MMb fiaoe of Bovaneiit and 
attitude can be faaod in China. Beauti- 
ful as it all is, tha little angels gave me 
most pleasure. Thay look like joyous 
uugliing babies all but the little serious 
one and you feel like squeezing him to 
your heart and making him laugh too.

before I was ready — and forgot to 
look for the tomb of Petrucia one of the 
things I went to see. (You need not 
mind if you never heard of bim — I be- 
lieve nobody does till he comes to Siena, 
but he was a great man in his day.) 
Sunday I decided not to go to church, 
after the sad ezperienco of the pr<>ced- 
ing Sunday, of which 1 wrote to Hubert 
— so Willi guide book in hand 1 wander- 
ed at random through these narrow 
paved evil smelling ways which auawer 
foratreeta. A pestilence destroyed 80:- 
000 people in Sleoa during the middle 
agea and a Canadian lady in the house 
quite aerhMaljr aaked mo if I did not 
think the germs were etilt here and 
there are moments when you can think 
so. The sound of drums and many feet 
arrested iny alicntion and ;.'')iiig to a 
wall which overlijoked a street 20 feet 
below I beheld a very curious sight. 
Six or eight men dressed in medieval 
ooatumea carrying banners on which 
were the coats of arms of their wards 
were marching every now and then 
stopping til wave tin- lla^'s drawing 
them dextruusly under one leg and ovit 
the other, then throwing ihcui iui. li mtu 
the air and catching them always by 
the ataff aa thay oame down. They were 
praotieiag for the Pallio which oomes 
off in Angust. I went one way and they 
another, but I met them half a dozen 
times until I was afraid they would 
think I was following them up, last 
when I was re'.urniug to my dinner and 
they ware refreshing themselves at a 
littla Aop with the red wine of the 
country whioh la very good here. Many 
of the palaces here still have the great 
iron rings used in olden times to sup- 
port the flag stalTs and torches the only 
means of lighting the city. Others bear 
the coats of arms of famous old Sienese 
lamiliOB. We often oomo upon the 
PioookMta otaneota. The she w<rif with 
the twins is tuppoaed by some to have 
been brought from kome by the son of 
Remus who founded Siena and in the 
Palazza Salomei are great stone Lion 
heads jutting out from the walls. I 
went to Vespers at the cathedral, cele- 
brated by tha Arehhiahop a fat but 
feeble looking old man. The Sienese 
are very religious and'the city is under 
special proieciioii "f the Virgin- "ihir 
Lady" as they sweetly call her. It is 

somathiag really wooderful to be in a 

church and see snme young girl, an old 
woman ~or an old man come in, kneel 



not prepared to say that this child like 
faith is not as much to be desired as our 
determination to think for ourselves 
which ends often in believing nothing. 
I must say I see no evidence of the dis- 
satisfaction with the church in Italy of 
which we read so much. I ilid not 
mean to write any of this, but to tell you 
bf Oe Bans A^ With ita wealth of old 
maatorat many ot whiah autke you long 
for a modem gallery, of my drive yes- 
terOay to a nodieval castle now the 
residence of a wealthy Sienese couple. 
They were bolli in the court yard as 1 
entered with my land lady whom 1 in- 
vitsd to go with me. Very nice looking 
kindly people they se«med. They have 
ao children. "It eea agreatdk^nxdnt- 
meat" laya la Signora. The drive was 
up a hill and from the battlement of the 
eastle we had a grand view but judged 
.-limply (U5 scenery, this drive does not 
Compare w ith a ddzen round Asliville. 
In fact the i>overty uf the soil affords 
but a scanty subsistence for herbage of 
any kind, though there are great fields 
of soarlet poppiea, the great hill aides 
s cantily clothed with aomeaort of green- 
ery, contrast illy with the magnificent 

ihiiihidi'iiilrons, llic fl:iriin cnlurfd 
i'./:illas. llieiniU's of wild caiacaiillius 
t III' ;.u1"t1i i-lii.-si mil and oaks of N. 0. 
Uu the other hand Siena sits like a 
queen on her three hilla, surrounded by 
the old waUa whooa gatea are ckiaod and 
locked every night as they were a thous- 
and years ago. and I well remember that 
when till- train pulled into a hideous 
littif plank station surrounded by 
squalid huts, I involuntary exclaimed 
— Ashville is a perfect hole. It >« the 
history which makes the fascination of 
this land. With love to all the family.
